ALBANY. N. Y., Oct. 16.—Gover- 
nor William Sulzer was convicted 
this afternoon by the court of !m- 
peachment, consisting of the State 


Senate and judges of the Court of 
Appeals, 

The court voted first on article one 
of the impeachment and found the 
Governor gullty of making a false 
Teport of his campaign fund to the 
Secretary of State. Conviction on 
only one count Is necessary for the 
Governor's removal from office. The 
final vote was 8 to 18. 

The vote was the same on arti- 
cle 2. 

The court had reached a decision 
as to what ite verdict would be tn 
executive session that had lasted all 
day Wednesiay and this morning, 
but the final session this afternoon 
was opened to the public. Each 
member as he voted was given an 
opportunity to explain the reason for 


his ballot. This made the matter of 
concluding the trial a long-drawn 
out affair, 


Article 1 of the tmpeachment ar- 
ticles, which charges that Sulzer 
made a false and fraudulent report 
concerning campaign contributions to 
the Secretary of State, was taken up 
first. 

Quilty In Secret Vote. 

Governor Sulzer this morning was 
tentatively found guilty upon three 
articles of impeachment out of the 
eight brought against him. 

This was the semt-officifal report 
that followed the adjournment of the 
court of impeachment at 1:11 o'clock 
this afternoon after being in session 


nearly three hours. 
The three articles upon which the 


tentative agreement was reached to 
render a verdict of guilty were: 

Article 1—The charge that the 
Governor made a false campaign 
statement to the Secretary of State. 

Article 2—The charge that the 
Governor committed perjury In mak- 
ing the statement. 

Article 4—The charge 
Governor advised Duncan W. 
swear falsely before the 
committee. 

It was learned that the vote on 
article 4 stood 48 to 14 for convic- 
tion, and {t was reported that Judge 
Cullen was the only member of the

“There are in Carroll County— 


which is a remarkable county, any- 
way—2,072 one-horse farms and 1,412 
two-horse farms. In other words, 
there are in Carroll just 3,484 small 
farmers, relatively speaking. 

“The county is made up of small 
farmers, which is why it is one of 
the most prosperous counties in the 
state—far and away ahead of dozens 
of counties that think themselves 
ahead of Carroll. 

“At the Carroll County Fair one 
one-horse farmer has an exhibit of 
220 different articles raised, produced 
or made upon his farm, 

“Think of it—one one-horse farm- 
er produces 220 different articles of 
agricultural persuasion, evey one of 
which is fit for display in a fair where 
competition is keen!
